In Fight Against

The torsion
balancer has no moving or ‘wearing
parts and smothers any vibration
which might occur as rapidly as it
develops. Counterbalances are ysed
to help keep the shaft in perfect
alignment, .

“These methods, each of which
serves a definite purpose, are sup-
plemented by engine mountings of
resilient rubber which prevents any
trace of engine tremor which might
still remain from reaching the
frame, ahd hénce the interior of
the car, In this way be eliminate
vibration rather than confine it.”
